PELHAM — Niagara Region Wind 
Corp. will be explaining to the public 
its proposal for a Class 4 wind facility 
it wants to put in the region or eastern 
Haldimand. 

This turbine project would generate 
enough power for about 60,000 Ontario 
homes, the company says on its website, 

“It is designed to respect the natural 
heritage, landscape and culture of the 
local communities in which it is based, 
with wind mills clustered in small fami¬ 
lies of four or five, spread out over vast 
distances,” it says. 

The wind corporation has set up a 
study area that includes a section of 
western Pelham, north and south of 
Fenwick. The area also involves larger 
pieces of Wainfleet, West Lincoln, 
Grimsby, Lincoln and southeastern 
Haldimand County.

For Tim Hudak, the cur¬ 
rent Oct. 6 provincial election 
campaign is the most signifi¬ 
cant yet. 

The MPP for Niagara 
West Glanbrook, as leader 
of the Ontario Progressive 
Conservative party, is also a 
potential premier. 

However, he said in an 
interview every provincial 
election campaign has had 
something different about it. 

“In 1995,1 was a 27-year- 
old rookie.” 

In 1999, he was a cabinet 
minister retaining a seat. In 
2003, governments changed. 
In 2007, he was running in a 
newly created riding "and my 
daughter was born a couple 
of days before election day." 

This time as party leader 
the 43-year-old Wellandport 
resident has to campaign 
across Ontario as well as 
Niagara West Glanbrook. 

However, he said a lot 
of the ideas in the Progress 
Conservative party’s platform, 


its “changebook" were drawn 
from his experience as a 
Niagara West Glanbrook MPP. 

It calls for tax relief for 
family budgets, bringing 
home energy bills under 
control, putting patients 
at the centre of health care 
and strengthening local 
communities. 

He would, for example, like 
to see the removal of the har¬ 
monized sales tax from hydro 
and other energy bills. 

On local riding issues, he 
said he favours construction 
of a mid-peninsula transpor¬ 
tation corridor from Hamilton 
to the border. 

He said it would reduce 
the highway gridlock on the 
Queen Elizabeth Way and 
get commuters home to their 
families sooner. It would 
generate jobs by opening up 
access to south Niagara for 
development and making 
trade between Canada and 
the United States smoother. 

On local health issues, 
Hudak said the recent 
Liberal provincial govern¬ 
ment announcement that the 


Niagara Health System would 
be put under a supervisor was 
delaying tactic. 

It will put decisions off until 
the next election. 

"It don’t see the supervisor 
cleaning up the mess,” Hudak 
said. It would not resolve 
problems such as a lack of 


emergency services in Fort 
Erie or Port Colbome. 

The Conservative agricul¬ 
tural policy is drawn from the 
riding, he said. 

He supports a market 
supply management that 
would protect die consumer 
and preserve the family farm. 


He wants to see commodities 
such as beef and pork under 
a business risk management 
program that would allow 
them to compete with other 
provinces. 

Hudak supports a “Buy 
Ontario” food program. It 
would ensure provincial insti¬ 
tutions such as hospitals and 
school purchase local food 
products. 

Similarly, the Conservatives 
would promote local wines in 
LCBO stores as well as permit 
VQA wine stores. They would 
sell local wines as is done in 
British Columbia.

He called the provincial 
program a massive give¬ 
away to a multinational 
corporation.

“I want to restore local deci¬ 
sion making to councils such 
as Pelham,” he said about 
laws that took control of local 
land use out of local hands. 

For families in addition to 
taking the HST off hydro bills 
and elminating a debt reduc¬ 
tion fee, he would support 
income splitting for families. 
For example a family income 
of $50,000 could be divided 
evenly between spouses for 
income tax purposes 
In the 2007 provincial elec¬ 
tion Hudak with 24,000 votes 
received about 51% support 
in Niagara West Glanbook. 
He out distanced the second 
place Liberal candidate by 
more than 10,000 votes.

Hwy. 406 enters final stage of construction

WELLAND — The “Highway to 
Prosperity” is being widened — and 
more than 700 jobs are being created 
along the way. 

St. Catharines MPP Jim Bradley used 
the term coined by former Welland 
mayor Damian Goulbourne to share 
news on Friday that work on the third 
phase of the Hwy. 406 expansion is to 
begin immediately. 

This final phase of construction, 
which includes widening the provin¬ 
cial highway from two lanes to four 
from Port Robinson Rd. in Thorold to 
East Main St. in Welland, comes with a 
$61.8-million price tag and is expected 
to create about 725 jobs, Bradley told 
the crowd that gathered at the Hwy. 406 
and Merritt Rd. intersection. 

We hope it will be an even 
busier highway when we 
see the project completed.”

Work was expected to begin 
immediately following the 10 a.m. 

Along with the “mainline twinning" 
of the remaining southern portion of the 
highway, the project will include con¬ 
struction of two new bridges — on Port 
Robinson Rd. and over the old Welland 
Canal — and the creation of a new com¬ 
muter parking lot on Woodlawn Rd., 
Bradley said. 

The new commuter parking lot is 
"exceedingly important,” Bradley said, 
as it not only benefits residents by offer¬ 


ing a more efficient way to travel but 
also benefits the environment with less 
cars on the road. 

More than 20,000 drivers use Hwy. 
406 each day, making it a “key route 
in southern Ontario's busy network of 
highways,” Bradley said. 

“We hope it will be an even busier 
highway when we see the project 
completed.” 

It was first announced in May 2009 
that the province planned to spend 
more than $100 million on widening the 
highway. Work on the project is sched¬ 
uled for completion by summer 2015. 

Bradley stressed the importance of 
the infrastructure project to the region. 

Not only will it improve traffic flow 
and make driving more convenient and 
efficient for local residents, it will help 
to encourage investment in Niagara's 
municipalities, he said. 

The traffic lights now along the high¬ 
way at major intersections are a "signifi¬ 
cant inconvenience,” Bradley said. 

Companies are always looking for 
“transportation routes that are easier” 
and take that into account when invest¬ 
ing in a municipality, he added. 

“This work will improve the trans¬ 
portation infrastructure that supports 
growth and prosperity." 

The Hwy. 406 project was awarded 
to St. Catharines-based Rankin 
Construction, which planned to start 
on the bridge work immediately, said 
company founder Tom Rankin. 

Most of the roadwork will not affect 
traffic, aside from lane reductions at 
night, said Rankin vice-president Bill 

During the next two years of the proj¬ 
ect, however, pathways that run under¬ 
neath the canal bridge will be affected, 
he added.

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■ MARK AND BRETON LALAMA 

Father-daughter duo share a love for music

PELHAM — Mark Lalama 
nods to his daughter as he 
sits at his grand piano, and 
plays the opening chords of 
Smile, the jazz standard made 
famous by Nat King Cole in 
the 1950s. 

"Now?” Breton asks. 

He nods again. 

Breton stands up and clears 
her throat. The 16-year-old 
Notre Dame student relaxes 
against the wall of the old 
barn converted into a music 
studio beside their restored 
Victorian farmhouse in rural 
Welland. She quiedy starts to 
sing the haunting melody in 
the warmly-lit room. 

It was Saturday morning, 
really just a few hours after 
the father and daughter duo 
wowed the audience at Friday 
night’s IlluminAqua concert 
at the Merritt Park amphithe¬ 
atre, where they opened for 
Canadian jazz legend Molly 
Johnson. 

The Lalamas had been up 
late following the show, but 
fatigue didn't diminish their 
talent during the impromptu 
performance for a Tribune 
reporter who arrived a bit too 
early to interview them that 
morning. 

They’d performed together 
many times before. They even 
performed on the IlluminAqua 
stage a year ago, but it wasn't 
during an IlluminAqua show. 

And there’s a big difference 
between a show at the amphi¬ 
theatre and IlluminAqua. 
The atmosphere during 
IlluminAqua, Mark explains, 
seems to transport the audi¬ 
ence and performers away. 
It doesn’t feel like you're in 
downtown Welland when the 
fire pots are burning on the 
recreational waterway. 


“It’s an amazing place. It 
transports you.” 

Breton is the third genera¬ 
tion of Lalamas with a gift for 
music. Her 82-year-old grand¬ 
father Marco Lalama lives in 
Welland and still performs 
with the Jimmy Marando 
Swing Band. 

Mark, now 48, recalled his 
own teenage years, perform¬ 
ing with his father’s wedding 
band. Mark was only 13 when 
he started joining his father on 
stage, belting out rock and roll 
tunes at wedding receptions. 
But he said he never did any¬ 
thing back then comparable 
to what Breton is doing now. 

“I played in my dad’s wed¬ 
ding band, but it doesn’t com¬ 
pare to the kind of focus and 
pressure that she was under 
last night,” Mark said. 

But Breton’s musical talent 
goes far beyond singing with 
dad. Right now, Breton is in 
Stratford, enrolled in a two- 
week summer program with 
the Stratford Shakespearean 
Festival to learn from the thes- 
pians known for bringing the 
Bard’s work to life. 

Her performance in the lead 
role of Notre Dame’s produc¬ 
tion last year of Thoroughly 
Modern Millie won her the 
Cappie Award for best lead 
actress in a high school musi¬ 
cal production in Niagara. 

"She really knocked that one 
out of the park,” Mark said. 

Despite their shared talent 
and love for music, their musi¬ 
cal tastes differ. Mark said he 
was never much of a fan of 
musical theatre when he was 
young. 

“As a kid, I wanted to be a 
rock star. Musical theatre was 
the antithesis of that," he said, 
adding he always wondered 
“why are they singing when 
they should be talking?” 

“It was the antithesis of 


what I thought was cool.” 

That, of course, changed 
when he saw his daughter 
performing it. 

around because of her and 
her mother (Jacqueline) and 
Dominique (Breton’s 14-year- 
old sister). They love musical 
theatre. I get it now," he said. 

“Another thing about musi¬ 
cal theatre that’s cool from 
a completely unartistic view 
point is that it’s still a viable 
profession.” 

Mark turned his own talent 
and love for music into a suc¬ 
cessful career, evident by the 
photographs that line the wall 
of his studio, pictures of him¬ 
self with people ranging from 
Bryan Adams to Anne Murray. 
His music has been in movie 
and TV show soundtracks. 
He's worked with numer¬ 
ous bands, recorded several 
CDs and he was recently the 
pianist on the Canadian Idol 
television series. 

But that industry — the one 
based on the sale of records or 
CDs — is fading fast 

“The music industry is 
dying." 

Musical theatre, though, 
is immune to the ravages of 
Internet music downloads. 
To listen to someone such as 
Breton sing, "you still have to 
go there and buy a ticket” 

“The business model of 
musical theatre is still viable." 

That’s secondary to Breton. 
For her, the thrill of perform¬ 
ing on stage is all the motiva¬ 
tion she needs. 

“I don’t remember a time 
when I didn’t want to do 
musical theatre,” she said. "It’s 
powerful and moving and I 
just really love it.” 

As much as Breton loves 
performing, she knows it isn’t 
all glamour. 

"It’s hard work, like any¬ 


thing,” she said. "You tend to 
belt it out, and you really put 
a lot out there. You really have 
to be careful with the condi¬ 
tion of your voice. You can 
be doing eight shows a week 
and in every one you have to 
be getting those high notes. 
That’s another thing to work 


Mark has high hopes for his 
daughter’s career. 

"What I’d like for her to do 
is make her own record and 
pay for her schooling herself,” 
Mark said with a laugh. 

For anyone who missed 
the Lalamas at IlluminAqua,
